the Itoad.i Are Iwpavnuble For an 
Army, aud Manchuria In Subject to 
Tremeirrton? FlsoSs—HOTT the Japa- 
liexe 
Transport 
Their 
Suj>i>lien. 


Tliunvnnd* of "Military Coolie." 
UulUted. 


To ghe some idea of what the Ko- 


rean rainy season means the Chiug- 
chaug river at Auju, which is at pres- 
ent tra\ei>>ed by t\\o pontoon bridges- 
some 200 yards in length, has been 
known to rise twenty-nine feet in one 
night, sajs the Korean correspondent 
of the London Times. In August last 
year seventy-six inches of rain were 
registered at the gold mines of Unsaii. 
These facts speak for themselves and 
bear out the statements of missionaries 
and miiiers that the roads across the 
plains during the rainy mouths are im- 
paisable even for small parties, much 
more so for an army. In the Yalu dis- 
trict the ruiiifu.ll is, as a rule, also very 
heavy, but in Manchuria it is not al- 
ways so regular, though the country 
is subject to tremendous floods at 
times. Unless, therefore, the Japanese 
army bus gained a secure footing north 
of the Yulu, with a base on the sea, by 
July next, its movements, v> hich are 
at present difficult, will be entirely par- 
alyzed. In fact, at that time ot year 
both armies will be brought to a stand- 
still. 


In many places where the Chiunampo 


to Pingyaug road crosses the plains 
the original track is now nothing but a 
quagmire, impassable even for pedes- 
trians. In such places it is left severe- 
ly alone by the troops and supply 
trains, it being preferable to strike out 
on either side across the boggy fields 
and narrow, deep irrigation ditches. 
Baggage is piled up in heaps at various 
points, the carts only being able to pro- 
ceed at all it more than half empty. 
Some attempts have certainly been 
made to repair it. Branches have been 
cut and strewn together with millet 
stalks along the track. 


Temporary culverts have been built 


over the smaller ditches, while the Ko- 
rean 
structures 
across 
the 
larger 


streams have been replaced by bridges 
of a more solid description. Here and 
there gangs of white robed Korean 
coolies are to be seen lazily ladling 
mud and earth into the deeper ruts. All 
these tinkering operations are, how- 
ever, of little avail, for it would take 
thousands of tons per mile of good 
metalling to make the road capable of 
carrying heavy wheeled transport. 


The field artillery is having an espe- 


cially hard time. The leggy, narrow 
chested Japanese ponies in the teams, 
overloaded as they are by having to 
carry hea\> drivers and a multitudi- 
nous assortment of gear, have not suf- 
ficient weight to drag the guns and 
ammunition wagons for any length of 
time along a level road. 
Mud stops 


them almost entirely, so that the Ko- 
rean roads, combined with the ill treat- 
ment which they receive, will rapidly 
kill the wretched ponies off. In fact, 
the Japanese will have to depend on 
their excellent infantry to pull them 
through this war. 


The usual Korean means of transport 


are pack animals and coolies. The 
oxen of the country are of an especial- 
ly fine and massive breed, short horned, 
docile and capable of doing a vast 
amount of work. Three hundred pounds 
is considered an average load for a 
bull to carry daily on a long journey. 
Unfortunately for the Japanese a 
scourge of that ubiquitous cattle dis- 
ease, rinderpest, has recently decimat- 
ed the cattle in the northwest of Ko- 
rea, so that the best form of local trans- 
port is unobtainable. The small Ko- 
rean pony is a marvelous animal to 
carry weight. Two hundred pounds for 
thirty miles a day is only what he is 
used to doing all his life. Xo amount 
of hard work cures him of biting and 
kicking whenever he gets an opportu- 
nity. For this reason the ponies are 
all slung up at night to rafters over- 
head, in such a helpless position that 
they are unable to hurt one another. 
Fixed in this manner they are fed on 
a hot. watery mash of beans out of 
a trough. 


The Japanese military authorities 


have" bought up every available quad- 
ruped capable of carrying a load, but 
the number obtained is microscopic 
compared to that required for such a 
large army as three divisions. 
The 


Japanese, therefore, have to depend 
almost entirely on the means of trans- 
port which they have brought with 
them from their own country. Each 
one of the thii toen divisions, of which 
the army in Japan is composed, has a 
train battalion, which in peace time 
forms n school of instruction for the 
whole of the regimental and other 
trans-port of its own particular division. 
In this battalion soldiers serve for 
Ihree years, as in other branches of the 
army: but a large reserve of drivers 
is obtained by training four batches 
per annum for three months each in 
thc- elementary principles of hor?-c 
management and the packing of loads, 
after Vbich they are passed into the 
reserve. 
In wartime the train soldiers act a 


superintendents to the various trans- 
port columns, while the drivers lead 
and look after one pony each. On mob- 
ilization the battalion is broken up and 
provides men and material for the 
transport of regimental baggage, hos- 
pitals, ammunition columns and pon- 
toons. The latter are carried on sraail 
four wheeled trolleys pulled by one 
pony each. 
The ordinary transport 


cart lm» two wheels and no sides and Js 
wtpable of ^arrylug about 350 pound*. 


It is pulled as a rul" by one pony led] 
by a man, but ta emergency may be 
drawn by three or four soldiers or 
coolies. These carts seem exceedingly 
handy and useful. Their track is so 
narrow that they can be taken along 
almost any mountain path or through 
the streets of Korean towns. 


In each division there are four sup- 


ply columns, which carry three days' 
ordinary rations for man and horse; 
also one reserve ration for men. The 
soldiers carry two days' reserve and 
one day's cooked ration in their kuap- 
aH)ks, vvhile there is also one day's 
ordinary ration in the regimental bag- 
gage. 
Bach horse carries one day's 


forage, and that for two more days is 
supposed to be in tho regimental heavy 
baggage. Thus, in all, six days' forage 
and five days' ordinary and three days' 
reserve rations for jnen are with the 
army. It appears a somewhat extrava- 
gant procedure to allow one man for 
each pack or draft animal, but as near- 
ly all the Japanese horses are stallions 
they require a great deal of looking 
after. As it is, there are far too much 
biting and squealing at every halt. 
I 


Besides the supply columns of one 


horse carts and pack animals, the Japa- 
nese have enlisted thousands of so call- 
ed '-military coolies" who pull light 
hand carts capable of conveying about 
200 pounds of baggage. 
These men 


are the rejections for height of this 
year's conscription—that is, they are 
below the minimum height for iillaiitry, 
five feet two inches, but are otherwise 
medically fit. They are chosen from 
among the agricultural classes who are 
used to pulling carts, for in Japan 
manual labor largely takes the place of 
draft animals. 


The coolies are unarmed, but wear 


the ordinary infantry uniform and are 
commanded by gendarmes of the mili- 
tary police. 
Their average height is 


about five feet one inch, and, though 
young, they appear sturdy and strong. 
Three men are allotted to each little 
cart, and they certainly work hard, but 
have an unenviable time in front of 
them, hauling their loads through the 
mud and over the stones of Korean 
and Manchurian roads. 
All the food 


for man and horse has to be brought 
from Japan or elseu here, as the local 
supplies are not to be depended upon. 
This food consists chiefly of rice and 
barley. The sacks of rice weigh about 
sixty-six pounds and the barley about 
fifty pounds each. The latter are dis- 
tinguished by a red rmg around each 
sack. These weights cnn be made up 
Into convenient loads for carts, coolies 
or pack animals. The Koreans are also 
largely employed as coolies at good 
wages. 
Thousands are to be seen 


trooping along at their own pace, each 
with a sack of rice slung across his 
back. 
They appear to be organized 


in groups which vary in numbers from 
twenty to forty according Jo the vil- 
lages from whichy'they coine." Each 
group is led by a headman who has a 
small flag stuck on his load. 


One has only to sit on some com- 


manding hill overlooking the road and 
to watch the long line of baggage col- 
umns toiling slowly and painf uily along 
to realize what feeding an army in 
such a country means, and what enor- 
mous difficulties with regard to supply 
and transport the Japanese army will 
have to endeavor to overcome. 


DAY NURSERY IN CHURCH.

Orange, X. J., be compelled to forego 
the pleasure of going to church on Sun- 
day morning, no more will they be 
compelled to ''mind the baby" 'while 
their wives sing hymns, says the New 
York Tribune. The Itev. Frank Mac- 
Daniel, pastor of the Orange Methodist 
church, with the assistance of Mrs. 
Thomas A. Edison, the wife of the in- 
ventor, has solved the problem. Here- 
after the babies will be brought to 
church. The parents will leave them 
in a room with volunteer nurses, who 
will amuse them and run around the 
corner for a dose of paregoric if it is 
needed. 


Mrs. Edison thought of the church 


nursery plan. Mr. MacDaniel liked it, 
and it was laid before a number of the 
women of the church. 
They volun- 


teered to look after the details. Sets of 
blocks, indestiuctible picture books 
and other things which delight the in- 
fant mind were purchased. 
A room 


downstairs was fitted up, and an- 
nouncement of the scheme was made 
by Mr. MacDaniel from bis pulpit. 
Now each Sunday three of the young 
women appear just before the time for 
services and act as nurses. 


Planting Date Palntn In California. 


The work of planting the date palms 


recently received from the Sahara des- 
ert on the go\ eminent experiment sta- 
tion at Mecca has been completed by 
Piofessor Steubenrauch and Superin- 
tendent Mills of Pomona, says the Los 
Angeles Times. There were 100 female 
plants in the shipment from across the 
water, and those were supplemented 
by forty male plants from the Pomona 
experiment station for pollenization 
purposes, 'ihe plants are nearly all 
looking finely. Another shipment of 
plants is expected to arrive within a 
few weeks from Asia, and these will 
also be planted at the Mecca station, 
where the climatic conditions are said 
to be ideal for date palm culture.

Wrote, ".\or With Any Anger on 
Their Faces"—"I Am Raiaull," Ban- 
dit Chief 
Said, Guaranteeing r.'ot 


to Injure Him Captive*. 


Levi T. Hannum, a personal friend of 


Ion Perdicaris and for many years the 
agent for the Perdicaris estate in the 
"United States, received a letter recent- 
ly from Mr. Perdicaris describing his 
capture and treatment at the hands of 
the Moorish bandit Raisuli and his 
band, says the New York Tribune. The 
letter in part follows: 


'•Our capture, uncomfortable as it 


was, was not without the humorous 
element which so often in life accom- 
panies the most tragic incidents. When 
we came home from Switzerland we 
brought several European 
servants. 


Among them was a German house- 
keeper who has had a standing feud 
with our French chef, a fiery ex-zouave, 
and upon one occasion the two came to 
blows. Sattler, the young housekeeper, 
had proved herself a record screamer, 
consequently when on the evening of 
May 17 while sitting in the drawing 
room after dinner we heard wild 
screams from Sattler's direction we at 
once assumed that she and the chef 
had again come to open war. Accord- 
ingly Cromwell [Perdicaris' stepson, 
Cromwell Varley] and myself rushed 
off to the scene of the fray. 


"On reaching the quarters of the up- 


per servants we found a number of 
armed Moors, who I thought were our 
own guards, supposing they had rush- 
ed in, like ourselves, to the rescue of 
the housekeeper. 
These men greeted 


me as I came first on the scene in a 
most amiable manner. What was my 
astonishment when I saw them sud- 
denly seize the German butler, Al- 
brecht, and club him over the head with 
the stocks of their rifles! I tried to res- 
cue him, when they clubbed me, but not 
violently or with any expression of an- 
ger upon their faces. They, however, 
hustled me out of the house with the 
butt ends of their guns, an argument 
difficult to refute when unarmed one- 
self. They then tied my hands behind 
my back, ordering me to show the way 
to the stables. 
'1 led them, however, to the soldiers' 


lodge, where I found several of my 
own men with rifles pointed at their 
heads. Here also they brought Crom- 
well Varley and- one of the European 
.waiters, also bound. Cromwell espe- 
cially had been roughly used, as he 
had attempted to make a defense. 
I 


could hear the rifle blows upon bis 
head. My own Moors were anxiously 
expostulating with the evident chief 
of the band, who, suddenly raising his 
hand toward heaven, exclaimed in a' 
loud voice: 'I am Raisuli. I swear by 
all that is sacred that not a hair of 
these people shall be harmed unless 
they attempt to escape. Let them come 
peaceably with me, and in a short time 
you shall hare them safely back.'. 


" 'I know that you will keep your 


word, Raisuli,' I answered, 'but at least 
let us send for our overcoats and boots. 
We cannot go with you in evening 
dress and pumps.' 


"He at once ordered one of our sol- 


diers to go for these articles. The sol- 
dier soon returned with my overcoat 
and heavy shoes, but Raisuli, fearing a 
rescue, would not send back for Crom- 
well's things, as in the meantime our 
horses, only one of them saddled, ar- 
rived upon the scene in obedience to or- 
ders previously issued, together with 
several mules, upon one of which 
Cromwell, whose hand had received a 
knife wound, was hoisted. He was in 
evening dress and shoes, while I, with 
one boot on and one slipper, was urged 
to mount the saddled horse. 


"As I was doing so I was nearly 


knocked down and trampled upon in 
the dark, as one of our horses, all 
stallions, having rushed at another, 
created a fearful turmoil. In spite of 
this we were soon hurried along a path 
leading away from the town by Rai- 
suli's men, who held the bridles. We 
went over rocks, through bushes and 
trees, down the steep slope toward the 
plains of Bubana, the Tangier race 
course. All that night and the next 
day we were marched over hill and 
dale until we penetrated the Bern Aroz 
mountain wilds. 


"During that terrible ride of twenty- 


four hours, almost without halt, I re- 
flected with bitterness, as you may 
imagine, upon our own evil plight, 
which was sadly augmented about 4 
o'clock Thursday afternoon when, ow- 
ing to my extreme fatigue and rny 
stirrup strap breaking, I fell from my 
horse just as the animal was scram- j 
bling up out of a deep ravine. In fall- 
ing I hurt my thigh and during the rest 
of the ride did not know" how to bear 
the pain. When at last we reached our 
destination and were shown into a dis- 
mal hut, with no beds nor any con- 
venience whatever, I thought we might 
be starved or tortured to bring a heavy 
ransom for us. 


'•Thank heaven this supposition, it 


seems, was erroneous, our captor mere- 
ly desiring to secuxe the release of pris- 
oners taken froifc his own people. But 
he also expects the distribution by the 
bashaw of Tangier of $70,000 for losses 
incurred by the Raisuli faction. For 
this Mulai Ahmed El Thaikuli is the 
head of a league of three strong Ka- 
byles. So soon as I was able to get 
np--I mean as soon as my larnenea» 
enabled me to leave the hut—I found 
myself treated with kindness. 


•4On the tliird day we were given a 


handsome tent, and this also make* • 
great difference in our situation."

No TVater In These—Ruliy Berrle* In 


Hich, Undiluted Xectar. 


During the winter and spring our 


table was supplied with most delicious 
canned strawberries. 
Xot a drop of 


water touched the fruit when the cans 
inclosed its ruby richns^s for our de- 
lectation. Xo canned fruit is more de- 
licious than tiie strawberry if properly 
put up; none is less appetizing if un- 
wiseiy handled. 


As more often seen, a few faded, 


shrunken, forlorn be; ries are floating 
in a sea of colored'water, neither at- 
tractive to the eye' rior tempting to tho 
taste. Instead, we i'iay have the ruby 
berry surrounded by its own rich undi- 
luted nectar, remii.ding one of the sum- 
mer sunshine imprisoned in the rosy 
fruit. 


Water has its place, but in canned 


strawberries should be conspicuous by 
its absence; every drop injures their 
richness and tlA\ or. Gathered in the 
morning as soon as the dew is evapo- 
rated they need no washing. .Should it 
be necessary to free them from grit or 
sand, place unhulled in a colander, pour 
cold water through them, and dry by 
gentle shaking. 


Iu an agate or pon-elain lined kettle 


place a sufficient quantity to lill a quart 
or two quart can at pleasure, heat very 
slowly until the juiie starts, then in- 
crease the heat gradually until the con- 
tents reach the boiling point, simmer 
gently fifteen or twenty minutes, add 
for each quart of teacupfui of granulat- 
ed sugar and simmer fifteen or twenty 
minutes longer. 


There is another good way to can 


them without water. 
Sprinkle the 


fruit with the same proportion of sug- 
ar, and let stand overnight, or sever- 
al hours, to draw out the juice; then 
cook fifteen minute?. 


I have little patience with the advo- 


cates of tbe old boiler process of can- 
ning fruit. 
It nor-e^Uates a hot fire, 


more or less steam and a large quanti- 
ty of fruit. 
The tir.st prepared will 


discolor—in case of strawberries will 
soften—while the leuiaiuder is being 
made ready.
